Stunt driver 


Colin McRae Rally is ultra-realistic. The car acts like a real rally racer, meaning you 
can do some scary things. For instance, our top stunt is driving on two wheels. 
Ride up a ridge with one side of yer motor. Now pull back into the middle of the 
road and frantically steer left and right to keep the car balanced on two wheels. 



Ah, a likely looking bank to play at being James Bond... Motor up it, getting one side of the car 


much higher than the other... Now drive back off the bank into the middle of the road... 


Steering left and right to keep balanced. How far can you go on two wheels? 



Feels like heaven

We reckon Col gets everything spot-on. Racing through unforgiving countryside makes 
you wanna piss yourself. Imagine being strapped to a scud missile skimming the ground 
and you're close to the adrenalin rush you get here. Phwoar! 


What’s the point? 


You, your skills and 300 bhp against the elements, plenty of mud and the clock. Split times 
throughout the stages tell you how well you're doing against the rest of the pack. At the 
end of each rally the times are totted up. Do well enough and go onto the next country.

Help 


With so many stages, it'd be a bitch to remember every little detail. That's why you've got 
a co-pilot.

Not 
only that but he can levitate arrows in front of your eyes. Listen to this man, without him 
you're up shit creek without a canoe, let alone a paddle.

Looks _ 

Colin McRae looks pretty smart with incredibly detailed and lush landscapes: the 
kind you normally only see on Wish You Were Here —'cept you can't run over 
Judith Chalmers. Trackside objects like houses, crowds of people and bridges are 
OK, but get up close and they turn a bit blocky.

Courses 


One thing about Colin McRae Rally: you'll never get bored of the tracks. Why? 'Cos there's 
a whopping 48 stages to get to grips with and each one's about 6 kms long. You want 
more? Well, there's also a bunch of special two-lane circuits with crossovers. On these you 
go head-to-head with rivals.

You don't wanna be stuck with the wrong set-up, which'll bugger up your time. 


Conditions _ 

Weather effects are really flippin' cool. Rain comes down in varying degrees, 



thunderclaps are followed by lightning that whites out the screen. Mist can cut 
your visibility in half and snow makes difficult conditions practically suicidal.

The 
course is oval shaped with the tyre wall going 
diagonally across the oval, and keeping this in 
mind helps you to stay on the right lines.

The first area should be no sweat. It's pretty light 
on terrorist scum, and the area's totally open, so 
finding the enemies is a doddle. The cars act as 
grenades, so try and blow 'em when there are 
enemies right by them. The truck at the back of 
the stage contains an assault rifle, machine gun 
and health. In the small room opposite (look for 
the hostage on the radar) is a hot dog, if you need 
it. Once you're hotdogged up, it's time to hit the 
exit. It's right in the centre of the map, where the 
lifts are. Time to bust a move, Brucey... 





This is a fairly short 'n' easy one. There are only a 
couple of pick-ups to grab and dealing with the 
enemy terrorists is easy. The trick to use with the 
baddies on this level is to use the glass surround¬ 
ing the rooms and walls as cover. If you hide 
round corners, the damn fool terrorists can't see 
you. All you have to do is quickly roll in front of 
them and take out the glass and the Fritz terrorist 
scum with one slick burst of hot lead. Sweet. The 
bomb is in a lift in the far corner. Switch the radar 
to the furthest view to see where it is. 



ENECUTIVE 1 



It hots up a bit here. You'll have saved some of the 
terrorist-pasting machine guns from the level 
before if you've got any sense. You'll need them. 
Hang around the groups of lifts in the centre of 
the level and casually pick off the enemies as they 


spill out. Almost too easy. 

Explore all the rooms and crevices at the 
sides and corners of the level 'cos they're chocka 
with pick-ups. The bomb turns up in the upper left 
of the big group of lifts in the middle. 



Be warned, Brucey boy. This 
level is absolutely heaving with 
Huns: stay frosty and keep 
moving. First, head to the 
boardroom on the right and kill 
the enemies.

The windows and yellow panels on this level are 
no probs.

For every six or seven of them you kill you get a 
grenade. When you've iced all the enemies, a lift 
containing the boss comes down. Make sure and 
grease his henchmen before taking him on: he 
can't be hurt till they've all bitten the dust. You'll 
get an MP5 for the effort. The bomb is pretty 
much in the centre of the level. Easy peasy. 


OFFICE 1 


At the start of this level, three 
hostages come out of the lift 
with a few terrorists. There is 
an execution taking place near 
the far side from where you 
start (NOTE: Executions are 
always shown by a purple dot 
on the radar). When you save 
hostages, you get extra lives. 
Cool. Go left for some pick-ups, 
then take the explosive shotgun 
lying near the room you see 
the hostages escape from. The 
bomb is located in the group of 
lifts you started at. 




Go left from the start and kill 
the baddies there. The hostage 
on the right is a terrorist in 
disguise, so paste him. After 
you've dealt with half the scum 
two crates appear in the lifts in 
the centre of the level. The 
pick-ups are worth grabbing. 
The final groups of baddies 
emerge in groups from lifts, 
making a few grenades the 
best way to kill 'em off. The 
bomb appears in the main 
group of lifts and is chuffing 
easy to find.

This is all about saving hostages, from the start, kill 
the three guys with their backs to you and slowly 
go forward, trying to kill terrorists before they get 
too near to the hostages.

Each of this lot'll drop a 
grenade when you blast 'em. Nice. In the centre of 
the level there is an execution that you have to 
stop. Use the explosive shotgun for the rest of the 
level: you've got to deal with lotsa big groups of 
baddies, and explosive shells are ideal. The exit is 
at the big group of lifts in the middle of the map. 




CONSTRUCTION 3 


From the start, head for the centre of the level to 
stop an execution. You have to be quicker than 
Linford Christie on speed to stop it, but the extra 
life helps. After that, the level is easy, with no big 


groups of terrorists to deal with, no bosses and no 
more executions.

Once you've done what 
you have to, McClane (That's 
you, moron!) will walk into the 
secret route. Getting into the 
secret bits usually means a few 
peaceful moments plugging 
bonuses for fun and profit.

A bloke runs past you and, if 
shot, 'No one escapes' appears on the screen. And 
if you're worthy of the sweaty vest of Bruce, you'll 
know what to do next.

USEFUL STUFF 



These tips'll make you the mack daddy behind the 
wheel. 

You have to learn the 90 degree turns. You'll never 
get anywhere without them. The trick is to hang 
into the turn and not decelerate so you'll skid right 
into the centre of the next street. 

Always drive in the middle of the road. Sod 
what your driving instructor told you, you'll dodge 
most of the cars either side of you. Don't worry if 
you mow down a few thousand dumbass 


pedestrians. You only lose a few bonus points at 
the end of the level. 

You might be tempted to go for the inside 
view here, but it's best to stick to the behind car 
view, 'cos it's useful to see where you are on the 
bomb car levels. 

And speaking of bomb cars, another useful 
trick is to always hold the accelerator at the start 
of the level, so you skip the crap with the 
helicopter and just get after that car straight off... 



HERE IS MY CAR... 


What about the other motas on the road? 

POLICE CAR: The pig wagon is faster than the 
standard taxi, but not enough to make it worth 
nicking it. it's got cool sirens, though! 


FERRARI/PORSCHE: The best cars in the game. 
Hit the turbo and send your eyes through the back 
of your skull. If you see one, nick it. 



SCHOOL BUS: It makes easy work of pummeling 
cars in the way but it moves too damn slowly to 
be much use on most levels. 

BOMB CARS: No surprise that you can't nick 
these. These guys are the enemy. They take four 
to five hits to blow. After each hit, you have to 
drop back a bit before you get in the next smash 
or it won't do any damage. 




Bomb four is easy. Take the second left, then the 
first right. Bomb five is your first bomb car. After 
taking out bomb four, there's a car park with a 
cop car on the left, so get it. It's worth it for the 
extra turbos you get for getting a new car. The 
bomb car will just circle one city block, so it's easy 


to waste. Just keep circling, dropping back and 
ramming the bastard. Once the bomb's gone off 
and you've returned to earth, get back to the car 
park and drive straight up the road. You'll reach 
the sixth bomb no probs. There's another saloon- 
type car you can pick up on the way... 





Bomb seven is the last of the 
level. Drive straight and you'll 
hit an EMS icon, which'll 
summon you a bit of help. An 
anbulance will zoom up and 
drive in front of you, clearing 
the way through the traffic. 
Don't follow the meatwagon 
when it turns off to the right 
but keep going forwards to hit 
the bomb, which you'll find 
parked against the right side of 
the street. For the exit, keep 
going forward and take the 
third turn on the right. 



1RRS LEVEL 1 


Try and avoid scraping the subway walls here. 
You've got to get good at counter steering so that 
you can take corners at speed without hitting the 
wall. Don't use turbos to get ahead of the truck 
unless you are way behind it or the bomb is near 
and you can't get it any other way. This is 'cos the 


truck'll speed up to meet you no matter how far 
ahead of it you get, so don't zoom past it till the 
bomb is near. 

Make getting the extra life here a priority: 
then even if you lose a life when the bomb goes 
off, you're not actually worse off in the long run...

HARLEM 1 



The first bomb's simple. Just 
take the first left and keep 
driving. For bomb two, take the 
first right and drive under the 
first bridge. Get the turbo and a 
time icon, then take the first left 
after the second bridge. Then 
take the second turn on the 
right.

For bomb three, take the first 
left, pick up the turbo and take 
the third right.

LEVEL 2 




Bomb one is straight ahead. 
Bomb two is a taxi bomb car. 
Keep your eye on it as it tends 
to go over the grass. For bomb 
three, follow the arrow till you 
see a line of pick-ups next to 
the river. It'll lead you to an 
EMS icon, which will lead you 
to a road with time icons. Hit 
the launch icon to propell you 
over the cop cars and 
ambulance. Grab the icons 
when you land and drive to the 
next EMS: the ambulance'll 
guide you to the third bomb. 



CENTRAL PARK 2 


To get bomb four, drive straight 
ahead, following more pick-ups 
till you hit the launch icon. 
When you land, take a hard 
right and hit the bomb on the 
bridge. You can't miss the 
bomb five car 'cos it has a 
massive hot dog on top of it. 
He'll stick to the roads till he 
reaches the rock valleys, where 
he takes a right, so be ready to 
give chase. He'll go up a hill 
and pull another sharp right 
He's pretty slow though, so he 
shouldn't be too much trouble. 


CENTRAL PARK 3 



Bomb six could be anywhere after you've chased 
the bomb car, so follow the arrow till you find it in 
a rock valley. Bomb seven is another car. He's 
more tricky than any of the ones up to now: what 
he tends to do is tank it right up to the edge of the 
water then pull a hard corner so that you go flying 
past into a watery grave. Cunning, huh? Just make 
sure you keep an eye on where he's headed, and 
only start pumping up the speed when you know 
there ain't trouble ahead. Bomb eight's easy. Just 
keep following the arrow. 
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This is another subway level, with another chance 
to snag you an extra life. Keep sharpening up 
those turns, 'cos the bonus levels just get faster 
and faster, and scraping the walls is gonna cost 
you that sweet extra life. Dang! 

On this 'un, feel free to take a wander off 
down the tunnels that lead off to the left and right 
off the main drag. It won't matter because you'll 
end up back in the main tunnel when it comes to 
boomtime, and the extra life's along there too. Just 
remember to save those turbos...

To get bomb one, take the first 
left, first right, second left and 
then first right. Take the first left 
and hit the launch icon dead 
centre to land on the bomb. 

For bomb two, take the first 
right, getting the EMS, and then 
go right following the 
ambulance. Ignore the EMS 
and turn left at the end of the 
road. Go right, and right again 
at the end of the road.

For bomb four take the first left 
down a busy street.

Take the 
first right, first left, first right, 
first left, first right, first left, first 
right and the first left. Bomb six 
is a Ferarri car. He'll head 
straight for you so hit him head 
on and follow him. You'll need 
to be quick to get his ass.

This is where the bonus levels start to get that little 
bit tricky. At the first split in the track take the left 
branch to get an extra life. When the two tracks 
become one again, take the right hand side. As 


soon as you see the points icons at the second 
branch, head right. This bit's an absolute bastard: 
the gap needs to be perfectly taken or you'll never 
overtake the truck if it gets past you.

From the off you're after a 
Porsche bomb car. It'll pass 
right in front of you, so take the 
first right to follow it. It moves 
quite slowly, so you should be 
able to deal with it. As soon as 
the Porsche has gone sky high, 
head back to where you took 
the right turn and go east. Keep 
going down the long road: the 
third left's the one you need. 
Grab the time icons, take the 
first right and hit the launch. As 
soon as you land, ignore Zeus 
and head left. Bang!

To start after bomb three, take a left followed by a 
first right. Go straight ahead and keep driving, 
ignoring the EMS if you collect it. The bomb will 
appear down a left turn towards the end of the 
street. For bomb four keep going straight, getting 
all the time icons and hit the launch icon. After you 
land take the second right and you'll see another 
row of launch icons in front of you. Hit 'em and 
keep going. You'll see a row of black trucks 
passing. Be a good motorist and wait for 'em to 
pass, then the bomb's straight ahead. Easy. 



FINANCIAL DISTRICT 3 


Bomb five is a bastard as it's 
two bomb cars. Firstly the truck 
comes from behind, so let it 
pass and slip in directly behind 
it. Keep nudging it to take it 
out. At the end of the street, go 
right to catch up with the 
second car. If you go left and 
turn into the car park, however, 
you get the Porsche, and that's 
where the smart money's 
going. Grab the Porsche, use a 
turbo to catch up, and then nail 
him when he comes out of the 
disused car park. 



Go round the disused car park 
where you nailed the car. 

When it's on your left, take a 
right and the next left. You'll hit 
a launch icon and when you 
land, take the first left, getting 
the points. Take the next right, 
grabbing a time icon and take a 
left at the end of the road, then 
the first right, right again and 
left. Finally go down the second 
street right and you're there. 

For bomb seven take the first 
left and the second right. The 
exit is the second left. 



CENTRAL PARK 2.1 


Bomb one is straight ahead. For bomb two take a 
90 degree left turn and drive straight ahead. Tank 
it down the road picking up the time icons. The 
bomb is in the middle of a load of cop cars. Bomb 
three is another Porsche bomb car. He'll be 
coming right at you, so hit a swift 180 degree turn 
and follow his ass. He'll lead you to a big chain of 
time icons. Snaffle 'em. Then take a hard left, 'cos 
the Porsche is heading straight at a cliff. He'll turn 
at the last minute and keep pulling 90 degree 
turns. Stay on it. You'll catch him. 



CENTRAL PARK 2.2 



After chasing the bomb car, 
you could be any damn place. 
Follow the arrow to get bomb 
four. Bomb five is another 
bomb car. If you thought the 
last chase was a bitch, grit your 
teeth. This boy'll lead you a 
right merry dance: he keeps 
pulling 90 degree turns and 
racing all over the map. Keep 
picking up those time icons, 
and stay on his tail. Again, for 
bomb six, you could be 
anywhere after the chase, so 
follow the arrow to get it. 



CENTRAL PARK 2.3 


Bomb seven is easy. Next to the valley is a ring of 
cop cars and the bomb is there. Bomb eight is a 
hot dog bomb car. He's easy meat, so don't sweat 
it. He'll take a few hits, but he's slooooow. Blow 


him to bits at your leisure. Follow the arrow to get 
bomb nine, it's on a hill surrounded by time pick¬ 
ups. Grab some pick-ups, blow the bomb and 
head for the exit at the bottom of the cliff.

HARLEM 2.1 


Bomb one is a first left and a straight drive till you 
get it. For Bomb two, head right, right again and 
hit the launch. When you land take the first left, 
then turn right before driving to the end of the 


road. Before the end, you'll see a car park with a 
BMW in it. Get it 'cos you'll need it. Go right, left, 
left again and straight on, getting the time icons. 
The bomb is in front of you. 


CHINATOWN 2.2 


Once you've blown bomb two, 
take the first left and head 
straight on. Stay on the right 
hand side to avoid the convoy 
of black trucks.

Bomb one really is hard as nails: you'll have to be 
shaving off time on all the corners to make it 
intact. From the starting point, head right, making 
sure to pick up the time icon as you skid round the 
corner. Now take the first left, then left again. You'll 
end up in front of a launch. Do the jump, and you 
should land on the bomb. For bomb two take the 
second right, to the end, and drive through the car 
park to dodge the traffic. Go right, then take the 
next left and drive straight on to the bomb, 
ignoring the EMS as you go. 



HARLEM 2.3 


Take a 180 degree turn in 
preparation for the bomb car. 
The bomb car here is the 
toughest of the game. You'll 
follow him under a bridge and 
he'll take left, a right and cut 
through a car park. Follow him 
through it, making sure to pick 
up the time icons that drop 
randomly all over the place. 
You'll need 'em, believe us. 
He'll double back on himself 
after this and go back to the 
bridge. Stay on his tail. Avoid 
the pillars. Nail the bastard. 



Make sure you're facing north after you get bomb 
five to be in the right direction for bomb six. Take 
the third left, then right before hitting the launch 
icon at the end of the road. When you touch 
’own, take a hard left to blow the bomb. Bomb 
seven is a BMW bomb car. If you have the BMW, 
this should be easy. Use the arrow to track down 
bomb eight and face north when you get it. For 
>omb nine go right and smash through the cop 
r s before turning left and going ahead. Then it's 
time to blow the joint.

CITY 3 


When you've taken out the bomb car, head for the 
black truck roadblock on the way for bomb five. 
Take a right, then take the second left and the first 
right and you'll see time icons on the road. Grab 
'em and take the next left, keeping to the right so 
you can dodge the roadblock. The bomb is just 
ahead of them. For bomb six, you should be facing 
west to start with. Turn right at the crossroads 
here, use one of those precious turbos and zip 
past the oncoming cars before taking the fourth 
right, taking you to the bomb. 


Bomb four is easy. Head straight down the road till 
you hit the launch icon and get the bomb. 

Bomb five is a taxi bomb car and easy if you 
have the Porsche - although he drives all over the 
city. Bomb six is a piece of piss. Just follow the 
arrow and his ass is grass. 

Bomb seven is another truck bomb car. It's 
slower than the taxi, but a lot tougher to beat. 
Again, it'll drive you all over the city. 

Catch it, waste it and follow the arrow to get 
bomb eight.... 


HARLEM 2.6 


Bomb seven is another duel bombcar situation. 
Go for the police car first as it's easier. Then deal 
with the red car. There should be enough time 
icons lying around to make sure you can concen-

trate on bashing the baddies. Bomb eight is easy. 
For once in the game, the directions that Zeus 
gives you are pretty useful. Just follow 'em and 
follow that red arrow... 



CITY 1 


This is one of the hardest levels 
in the game: you'll need to pick 
up every time icon to make it 
through. For bomb one, take 
the first right, first left, grabbing 
the time icons rather than the 
turbos. Next take the third left, 
and the first right. You'll need 
to cut the corners to make it on 
time: the bomb is just ahead. 
For bomb two turn right, then 
left. Take the second right, turn 
left and the bomb should be 
straight ahead. You know what 
do do, hardass. 


CITY 2 



To get to bomb three head 
down the first left. You should 
end up at a crossroads: if you 
turn left, there's launch icons. 
Drive into the launch. When 
you touch down again go left, 
then take the next right. Use 
your turbos as you're about to 
chance cars. When you get to 
the time icons, hit the brakes 
and enter the car park on the 
right and get the Porsche. Take 
the first right, cut hard into the 
third right, take the first left and 
there's the bomb. 



For bomb nine, you need to be 
facing west as soon as you've 
taken out the previous bomb. 
Take the first left and drive 
straight the rest of the way. 
You'll see trucks blocking the 
way, but there's a launch icon 
just in front. Use it to hurdle 
'em. When you land, immedi¬ 
ately hit a 180 degree turn and 
then take the first turn on the 
right. The bomb is in front of 
you. End of level. Just head to 
the exit, which is in the 
aqueduct. 


LEVEL 5 


Time's damn short for this one, 
but the level's kinda different 
from the other bonus ones so 
far, so it's less tricky. 
Theoretically. The tunnel's 
straight here, with more 
obstacles, but you can dodge 
up the walls to avoid 'em. Use a 
turbo at the start to get up 
speed, and don't get tempted 
by any side tunnels with points 
in. The bomb and the extra life 
are straight ahead. Make sure 
to pick up every time icon on 
the way. You'll need them. 




Go down the train tracks and get the time icons. 
Head under the first crane and go right to blow 
the bomb. Bomb two is a mad chase between 
time icons, as you'll need to grab any you pass. 


Take a right. Go left and head between the 
warehouses. Go right, then left. Go over the ramp 
and through the warehouse. Outside, take a right 
and go through the next building.

CHEATIN’ HEART 


This bit is a real chase for time icons: you've got 
about five seconds between 'em. Go straight, then 
do a right into the container yard and go left for 
the time icons. Hit the launch icon by the cop cars, 
taking you over the water. You'll land by the bomb. 
For bomb three, follow the time and points icons 
ahead and go straight on for a new car. Go 
through the warehouse with the points in it and 
get the time icons on the other side, as well as a 
cop car! Follow the pick-ups and go to the other 
side. The bomb is in a building just to your left. 




The next bomb car comes out 
of the warehouse on the left, 
heading right and across the 
train tracks. You should head to 
the left warehouse here to get 
the time icons. Take a sharp 
right and he'll be in front of 
you. Follow the arrows to get to 
bomb five. For bomb six, go 
ahead as soon as you get the 
first time, then left, then right. 
Go through the warehouse and 
do a right, following the pick¬ 
ups to the launch icon, taking 
you to the bomb. 


RONUS LEVEL 6 


Stay in the middle to get the 
two launch icons. Once you 
done finished jumpin', wait for 
the first points icon to show up 
and then hug the tunnel's left 
wall. You'll get a time icon: 
keep well up the wall, though,
